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Cutbacks blow 


PLANS to create an all-through 
academy at HaverhilLs Castle 
Manor Business and Enterprise 
College have been axed. 

The blow came as the Govern¬ 
ment announced it had put a stop 
to the Building for Schools pro¬ 
gramme. 

Staff and governors at Castle Manor had 
been celebrating back in March after hearing 
their bid to become an All Through School - 
which aims to provide smoother educational 
progression and support for pupils aged 5 to 
19 - had been approved. 

A Government report published at the 
time said Castle Manor, which was again 
ranked in the top 200 of most improved 
schools in the country this year, has made 
“remarkable progress” and recommended 
fast-tracking the college to All Through 
Academy status. 

But Education Secretary Michael Gove 
announced £1 billion in cuts this week, 
which included scrapping the entire Build¬ 
ings for Schools project. The decision affects 
715 school building projects. 

Only two projects in Suffolk have been 
spared. Castle Manor was one of those listed 
as “stopped”. 

Works already under way - such as the 
building of a new Clements Primary School - 
will be completed - and the town’s middle 
schools will still close in September.

Police seek views 
on opening hours 


HOURS of opening to 
the public are to be 
reduced at a town's 
police station and 
residents are being 
asked what times they 
think the doors should 
be open. 

Inspector Chris Galley, 
sector commander for 
Haverhill, said the town’s 
police station, like others in 
the county was having its 
opening hours changed by 
Suffolk Police Authority. 

At present the station is 
open to the public, with the 
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front desk manned, from 9am 
to 6pm. New opening hours 
to come into operation later 
this year will be from 9am to 
5pm on Saturday and Sunday, 
and for eight hours between 
7am and 6.30pm weekdays. 

Inspector Galley stressed 
that the changes related 
purely to when the front desk 
was open to the public, and 
that officers would continue 
to be working in the station as 
they do now, at other times. 


A range of possible options 
are being put forward, 
ranging from 7am-3pm, 8am 
to 4pm, 9am to 5pm, 10am to 
6pm or 10.30am to 6.30pm. 

Inspector Galley said: “We 
are asking the public to let us 
know when they would prefer 
the police station to be open 
and which hours are more 
convenient to them. It does 
not mean the police are not 
working outside of those 
hours, it is purely when we 
are open to the public. 

“I prefer my officers to be 
outside the station on patrol, 
rather than sitting behind a 
counter where they might 


only get one person come in 
over three hours. 

“It is about focussing on 
those key times when most 
people want to come in to 
produce documents, inquire 
about lost property or seek 
information. 

“There are also a number of 
other ways for people to 
contact us, by telephone, e- 
mail or through the SNT 
website.” 

Anyone with views on the 
opening hours can visit the 
police station or give them at 
the website www.su/folk.

Death road 
gets camera 

CAMPAIGNERS have welcomed 
work to begin installing a speed 
camera close to a junction where 
two teenagers died on the A1307. 

Esther Cornell, of the Access 1307 
group, welcomed the the start of 
work close to the Cardinals Green 
junction where both 15-year-old 
Imogen Barker and Alice Westland, 
16, died in separate collisions after 
getting off buses. 

Mrs Cornell said the camera had 
been promised around 18 months 
ago and although it was a long time 
coming, was very welcome. 
Although she was pleased that the 
rate of fatalities on the road - once 
dubbed a ‘road of death’ - had 
slowed down, she felt this was more 
due to luck that anything else. 

She said: “Anything that will help 
with speed on the A1307 is 
welcome. There are still accidents 
and it is getting harder and harder to 
access the road at the junctions to 
all the villages. There are still chil¬ 
dren crossing the road at the Hilder- 
sham junction. Expecting residents 
to cross a road that carries nearly 
20,000 vehicles a year without a 
crossing point is not on. 

“We made representations at the 
core strategy meeting earlier this 
year and we believe that developers 
must be made to contribute to more 
improvements to the road.” 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
County Council said the camera 
pole and box had been installed, but 
the camera would not operate until 
the electricity supply was con¬ 
nected, which should be in the next 
few weeks.

Knife-wielding addict 
spared jail sentence

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A DRUG user who approached a 
group of frightened teenagers 
carrying two knives has been spar¬ 
ed prison. 

Long-term drug user John Harden, 45, 
was told by Judge David Goodin when he 
appeared at Ipswich Crown Court on 
Monday that most cases of knife related 
crime resulted in immediate imprison¬ 
ment, 

But he said as Harden was making efforts 
to tackle his problems and the incident had 
been started by someone else, the six- 
month prison term he was imposing would 
be suspended for 12 months. 

Harden, of Bishops Close, Haverhill, was 
told: “Whether or not you go to prison will 
now be a matter for you.” 

A pre sentence report said that Harden at 
one time had been receiving the area’s 
largest prescription for the heroin sub¬ 
stitute methadone as he battled his 
addiction. At the height of his addiction he 
had been spending between £200 and £300 
a day on illegal drugs. 

Harden pleaded guilty to possession of a 
bladed article in a public place and failing 
to surrender to custody. 

The court was told that on May 16 last 
year, a group of young Polish teenagers had 
been sitting on a bench in Market Square, 
Newmarket, when they were approached 
by Harden’s then girlfriend Nicola Osborne. 

Osborne, who last month was jailed for 
15 months after admitting affray in 
connection with the same incident, had 
mistakenly believed that one of the 
youngsters had stolen her mobile phone. 

Prosecutor Michael Crimp said that as 
one girl phoned for police and an amb¬ 
ulance, the group saw Harden approach 
carrying two knives. 

Mr Crimp said: “Whatever his intentions 
were it clearly caused some alarm. It was 
accepted by the prosecution that Harden 
had pushed both knives into the ground 
and had not used them to make any 
threats.” 

Harden had a large number of previous 
convictions for drug and theft offences but 
the last had been in 2005. He had been due 
to be sentenced with Osborne but failed to 
arrive at court that day after hearing of her 
jail term. 

Katherine Moore, mitigating, said that 
Harden was not a habitual carrier of 
weapons and the offence had been entirely 
out of character.

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Couple launch YouTube 
campaign over house 


A COUPLE who have 
been trying to get some¬ 
thing done about the 
dilapidated house and 
overgrown garden next 
door to their home have 
made a YouTube video as 
part of their campaign. 

Hamish and Emma Haughey 
have lived in Withersfield Road, 
Haverhill, for the past four and a 
half years and say they have 
never seen anyone go in or out 
of the house. 

Hamish said: “The house is 
obviously a complete wreck 
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now. The chimney looks like it is 
falling apart from the back of 
the property and is seriously in 
need of some building work or 
re-pointing. It concerns us that 
in a heavy storm, the whole 
chimney could topple down 
into our garden, or into the high 
street, injuring anyone standing 
below. 

“Every year, my wife and I 
have to find a spare weekend at 
the beginning of summer and 
then again later in the year to 
cut back the property’s garden. 
There are bramble bushes and 
all sorts of other flora that 
invade our own property, 
damaging our fence and 
blocking all of the evening sun 
from our garden. It makes it 
very difficult for us to have 
people over for barbecues, 
garden parties etc. 

“To add insult to injury, part 
of our decision to buy our home 
was that it had decking and a 
patio, with no lawn to maintain, 
as we are both very busy, hard¬ 
working career-oriented people 
at the moment. When we decide 
to have children, it’s going to be 
very difficult for us to remain in 
our home with the house next 
door being as it is.” 

The couple say the property’s 
garden is also a rats nest and 
they just want someone to 
make it liveable. They tried to 
trace the owner through the 
Land Registry and have been in 


contact with St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council about the 
problem, but so far without any 
success. 

Hamish said their problem 
was a prime example of the 
travesty of empty properties 
around the country. 

He said: “Nearly five years of 
standing empty in today’s 
housing market seems totally 
unacceptable. There are new 
build estates popping around 
all over the place, and yet 
perfectly good houses such as 
this one are standing empty, 
falling into dereliction. 

“Haverhill is an upcoming 
town, with a new cinema, 
supermarket in the centre of 
town, new houses and families 
moving in etc. It’s an ideal 
commuter town for areas such 
as Cambridge, Bury St Ed¬ 
munds, Newmarket and Brain¬ 
tree, and it is a disgrace that a 
house should be allowed to fall 
into this condition on a main 
road into the town, devaluing 
surrounding properties, im¬ 
pacting on environmental 
health, inconveniencing neigh¬ 
bouring residents and making 
the town look shabby.” 

A spokesperson for St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
said: “This is a privately-owned 
property and responsibility in 
the first instance lies with the 
owner to ensure that it does not 
present a hazard to neighbours 
and to the public at large 
through structural instability or 
environmental health hazards.

£50 towards this and St 
Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil has funded the seat base.

Duo embark on epic 
mountains challenge

FRIENDS Carl Mynott 
and Dennis Taylor are 
set to tackle some of the 
UK’s highest mountains 
to raise vital funds for 
theRSPB. 

The epic adventure will see 
the Haverhill pair climb a 
combined height of 40,000 
vertical feet, covering 40 miles 
of challenging terrain - on foot 
and unsupported. 

They will set off on Saturday, 
with two overnight camps 
required, and they will carry 
everything they need for the 
entire journey on their backs. 

Carl, 34, said: “My dad and 
one of my schoolteachers were 
my inspiration for loving the 
outdoors and, in particular, 
the wildlife out there. 

“The first bird I can really 
remember that set my mind 
going was the kestrel hovering 
above the fields near Haverhill. 

“My interest in the RSPB 
grew and I volunteered at 
Lakenheath Fen for a couple of 
years. 


“Dennis and I have been 
doing challenges for many 
years, but we wanted to do 
something for the RSPB that 
would top everything.” 

The RSPB is the largest 
wildlife conservation organis¬ 
ation in Europe, with over one 


million members. The group’s 
work is focussed on the spec¬ 
ies and habitats that are in the 
greatest danger. 

A spokesman for the RSPB 
said: “The support of people 
like Carl and Dennis means 
that the RSPB can continue 


with the vital work that brings 
people closer to nature, rest¬ 
ores and manages habitat and 
protects iconic species like the 
bittern and red kite.” 

The mountains included on 
he duo’s list are in three areas 
of the Scottish Highlands, 
which will require two car 
journeys between the sessions 
on foot. 

They said they have been 
doing as much training as 
possible for their adventure. 

Carl added: “Preparation- 
wise, there is no substitute for 
actually hill walking and 
mountain climbing as training 
so we have been doing as 
much of that as we can over 
the past months. 

“This will be a really tough 
physical challenge and a 
struggle as far as logistics is 
concerned. 

“We thought that it was an 
ideal challenge to raise as 
much money as we can for the 
RSPB.”

CONCERNS about plans to build a 
windfarm in a part of the Suffolk 
countryside which inspired artist 
John Constable have been raised 
in Parliament. 

BT has applied to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council for planning permission 
for between three and six turbines on land 
between Clare and Stoke by Clare. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for West Suffolk, 
raised the issue in the House of Commons 
and asked energy and climate change 
minister Charles Hendry what plans he 
had to take account of local public opinion 
in determining the location of onshore 
wind farms. 

The minister said the Government 
wanted communities to benefit directly 
from any wind farms that they hosted. 
Councils would be allowed to keep the

additional business rates paid by wind 
farms and support communities in having 
a stake in appropriately sited renewable 
energy projects such as wind farms. 

Mr Hancock said: “Is he aware of the 
proposal to build a wind farm near to Stoke 
by Clare in my constituency, which is in the 
area of the country that was most often 
painted by John Constable? What powers 
will local people have to decide whether 
that would be appropriate?” 

Mr Hendry said: “We are very keen to 
ensure that such developments have local 
support. We want to see more local 
community partnerships in this area and 
more financial benefit going to those 
communities.” 

After the debate, Mr Hancock said local 


concerns about the visual impact on a 
wind farm in the area had already been 
raised with him, and fellow MP Tim Yeo, 
who also had part of the land in his 
constituency, had registered his opposition 
to the plan. 

Mr Hancock said: “I am all in favour of 
them off-shore, I think they are fantastic. 
But I just don’t think this is the right place 
for them.” 

Mr Hendry said at present there was no 
minimum distance specified between a 
wind farm and housing, with sensible and 
sound national policy guidance needed to 
enable local councils to make the 
appropriate decisions.

Rick to roll out the 
hits at Audley End 


S HOULDER pads, leggings, The A 
Team - just when we thought 
we were shot of them, they’re all 
making a serious comeback. 

It may be 2010, a brand-new decade of 
novelty and promise, but somehow, like Dl 
Alex Drake, we seem to have found ourselves 
transported back to the 1980s. 

Nowhere is this present nostalgia for 
decades past more apparent than in the 
charts. Retro bands are regrouping faster than 
you can say Sherbert Fountain, ready to relive 
some memories and re-charm wistful fans. 

After more than 15 years of living the quiet 
life in London with his family, 80s pop icon 
Rick Astley has found himself back in the 
spotlight once more with a new single and a 
string of live dates. 

When we chat, Rick has just returned from 
supporting none other than Peter Kay as part 
of the comic’s Tour That Doesn’t Tour. 

“It was pretty bonkers, but really good fun,” 
says Rick, in his friendly, Lancashire accent. 
“He’s a very interesting character but he’s 
unbelievably bright. He’s really on the ball.” 

This latest taste of touring seems to suit 
family man Rick, who, rather than opt for wild 
after-gig parties, was happy to turn in after his 
set and spend a leisurely night in with a 
takeaway. 

“It was a luxury way to do it really,” he 
says. “I rented myself a nice apartment in 
Manchester so I could just potter over to the 
venue, do a little sound check, and because I 
was opening I was finished by 8 o’clock. It 
was like, have a nice glass of wine, a bit of 
pizza, put a movie on ... It was a nice way to 
do things,” he smiles. 


As he joins a host of fellow 80s stars to launch this year’s Audley End 
Picnic Concerts, the chart veteran talks to JENNIFER SHELTON about 
pop, Peter Kay and THAT internet campaign 


Since the spectacular return of Take That in 
2006, there have been plenty of familiar faces 
returning to the music scene. So what 
prompted Rick to get back into the business? 

“I think I stumbled into it to a great degree. 
I’d retired, packed it in. I wasn’t going to do 
this ever again. Then I got an offer to just go 
out and sing again, to see if I liked it - and I 
really enjoyed it. I loved being back on stage. I 
played some really small venues and it felt - 
real. 

“I also felt that enough time had past [since 
his chart time in the 80s] so that I could enjoy 
it without it being naff. And there was a time 
when I would’ve thought it was naff just to go 
and revisit everything, whereas now I think it’s 
so far removed that it’s nostalgic.” 

Rick harbours plenty of fond memories of 
the 80s, including topping the charts with his 
first single, Never Gonna Give You Up, so he’s 
as happy as anyone to embrace this trend for 
reigniting the past. 

“I think that’s just what happens,” he 
continues. “I’m sure we’re going to get that 
with the 90s, when music changed massively 
because of the whole rave culture and 
clubbing. I think you need to get a couple of 
decades away from something before it starts 
to be cool again. 

“I’ve got an 18 year-old daughter and half 
the time I think she’s just stepped out of an 
80s video, with the way she dresses and 
everything. And all her friends are the same.” 

How does she feel about her old man’s pop 


career? Rick chuckles, then says, seriously: 
“Like every daughter or son should be, she’s 
50 per cent highly embarrassed of her dad, 
and 50 per cent proud. I think that’s a good 
sort of level.” 

Rick’s new single, Lights Out, hit the charts 
early last month. His first release in nearly 17 
years, it seems to signal a move away from 
the poppy numbers he’s best known for to 
more soulful, sensitive ground. Yet despite 
what could be called a comeback hit, Rick is 
taking a distinctly casual approach to the 
future. 

“I think if things go ok I think I’ll do an 
album. But if we don’t get any joy I’ll just 
concentrate on live gigs, like the open air ones. 
I see it as a bit of fun. I’m taking it one week at 
a time.” 

Rick’s summer line-up includes joining Kim 
Wilde, Howard Jones and T’Pau for Back to 
the 80s at the first of this year’s Cambridge 
News- sponsored Audley End Picnic Concerts 
later this month. He will be playing a mix of 
hits during his stint on stage - so expect all 
your 80s favourites - in a concert that will 
culminate with Audley End’s traditional 
firework spectacular. 

“All the outdoor summer gigs are usually 
really good fun, so I’m sure it’ll be great.”

• Named after a Vulcan 
priestess in Star Trek, 
T’Pau made waves in 
the UK and the US 
during the 80s. The 
ballad China in Your 
Hand spent five weeks at 
number one in the UK 
charts, and frontwoman 
Carol Decker continues 
to tour as well as make 
the occasional 
appearance on TV panel 
shows.

SHREK FOREVER AFTER (U, 93 
mins) Family.

THE fourth and final instalment of 
the computer-animated series puts 
a fairy-tale spin on It’s A Wonderful 
Life, but Shrek Forever After lacks 
the heartfelt emotion of Frank 
Capra’s 1946 classic. 

The adventures of the jolly green 
ogre have been on a steady decline 
since the wildly imaginative 2001 
original film, so it is to director Mike 
Mitchell’s credit that this picture is 
arguably the best of the sequels. 
Still, his film relies heavily on the 
love we have invested in the 
characters and their fates, and 
revisits many familiar faces from 
earlier chapters including Pinocchio, 
Gingerbread Man and the Three 
Little Pigs. 

Moreover, Mitchell steals 
shamelessly from Disney’s Beauty 
And The Beast for his finale. 

Shrek (voiced by Myers) is 
suffering mid-life angst with 
mewling kids and his beautiful and 
pungent wife, Fiona (Diaz). 

Villagers are no longer scared of 
him and the ogre begins to wonder 


if life holds any more surprises. 

In his hour of desperation, Shrek 
meets the conniving Rumpelstiltskin 
(Dohrn), who offers a tantalising 
deal: he will gift Shrek one whole 
day as a scary ogre, just like before, 
if the father agrees to sign away one 
day of his childhood. 

Shrek agrees to the Faustian pact, 
blind to Rumpelstiltskin’s devious 
plan: to erase the day that Shrek 
was born and thereby alter the 
future. 

Suddenly, Shrek finds himself in an 
alternative universe where Fiona is 
the leader of an underground 
movement of ogres, good friend 
Donkey (Murphy) no longer 
recognises him and legendary 
assassin Puss In Boots (Banderas) 
has piled on the pounds to become 
a lazy house cat. 


Indeed, he no longer answers to his 
heroic monicker. “That is a name I 
have outgrown,” he purrs. 

In order to win back Fiona’s love, 
Shrek must join forces with Donkey 
and Puss to break the pact before 
the sands in Rumpelstiltskin’s 
hourglass run out. 

Shrek Forever After brings the long- 
running saga to a lively close, 
reminding each of the characters 
about the love and friendship which 
bind them together. 

Dohm’s pint-sized, snivelling villain 
is a colourful addition to the cast 
and he brings some much needed 
vim. 

The 3D version exploits the eye¬ 
popping format during the chase 
sequences but Mitchell’s film loses 
nothing in 2D.

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Poor condition planting tips 
from TV’s gardening guru 


I caught up with TV 
gardening guru Alan 
Titchmarsh recently, 
who has been busy 
covering the horticultural 
show circuit offering 
advice to the public on all- 
weather plants which will 
grow in the worst 
conditions. 

At BBC Gardeners’World Live in 
Birmingham, he started on the 
subject of clay. 

Those with clay soil often 
despair that they’re unable to dig 
it in during really wet weather 
when it becomes so sticky and 
gluey it resembles a quagmire, 
while at the first sign of hot 
weather it goes as hard as rock 
and even the strongest gardener 
won’t be able to get a fork into it. 

Of course, you can improve 
heavy clay soil by digging in as 
much well-rotted organic matter 
as you can and adding plenty of 
gritty horticultural sand to help 
drainage. Clay soil doesn’t drain 
easily and tends to become 
waterlogged in persistent wet 
weather. 

Alan, however, says clay isn’t all 
bad and that as a general rule 
don’t try to fight the conditions,

but make the most of plants that 
are happy growing in your type of 
soil. 

Clay particles hold in nutrients, 
so the more clay and humus 
there is in the soil, the more 
nutrients it can hold. This means 
that clay is actually among the 
most fertile of soils. 

He says: “Willows love damp 
earth and clay. Salix daphnoides 
(Violet Willow) can be grown like 
dogwood. Chop it down in 
February and it will grow new 
stems, providing winter colour 
and foliage in spring. It’s fast 
growing and will reach 8ft in each 
season.” 

Other great shrubs Alan 
recommends for clay include 
Viburnum ‘Pragense’, a rounded 
evergreen type with narrow, 
textured leaves and clusters of 
pink buds which open to white 


flowers in late spring. 

Euphorbias, spiraeas, rodgersias 
and, of course, roses, will all 
thrive in clay soil. 

“There’s the wonderful Rosa 
rugosa - the flowers look like 
crepe paper, don’t get mildew or 
blackspot, make waist-high 
informal hedges and have hips 
following the flowers,” Alan adds. 

Other plants which do well in 
clay soils include Choisya ternata 
(Mexican orange blossom), 
Hydrangea paniculata, Kerria 
japonica, Mahonia x media 
‘Charity’ andWeigela ‘Kosteriana 
Variegata’. 

While clay may be one 
problem, shade is another, but 
there are plants which will 
survive the most inhospitable 
situations. Hostas love shade and 
you can buy copper collars to 
place around them to prevent 
slugs and snails chomping their 
way through the young shoots. 

Another exotic-looking plant 
which loves shade and needs 
relatively little maintenance, says 
Alan, is the fatsia, with its bold, 
glossy leaves. If the frost catches 
it, just chop off the damaged 
leaves and strong new growth 
should soon appear. 

If you have dry shade, look no 
further than Acanthus mollis, 
commonly known as bear’s 


breech, a perennial which will 
cope well with drought and poor 
soils. 

“It’s an architectural beauty 
with towering, stiff spikes of 
purple-hooded, white or pink 
flowers above good, glossy green 
leaves,” Alan adds. 

Some bamboos will also thrive 
in shade, but make sure if you 
have limited space you buy the 
clump-forming varieties rather 
than those which spread 
rampantly and are then 
extremely difficult to dig up. 

Phyllostachys nigra, black 
bamboo, which reaches a height 
of 5m (16ft), is a brilliant clump¬ 
forming type - with arching 
canes which turn black after a 
couple of years - and looks 
wonderful in a modern, 
minimalist setting. It can also be 
grown in large containers if they 
are not allowed to dry out, but 
needs some direct sunlight to 
ripen the canes fully. 

Blue bamboo, 

Himalayacalamus hookerianus 
‘Himalaya Blue’, which grows to 
6m, is perfect for smaller 
gardens, adding tall interest to 
shady areas, with its blue-green 
stems. 

Look carefully and you will find 
a wider range of all-weather 
plants than you first thought.

the SEAT’S svelte ‘clamshell’ 
bonnet. 

The torque generated by the 
new Cupra R's refined and 
willing engine is, arguably, even 
more impressive than its power 
peak. No less than 350Nm is on 
offer at just 2,500 rpm - that’s a 
full 50 Nm more than the 
already muscular Leon Cupra. 

The result? Near-supercar 
levels of acceleration and 
performance. The benchmark 
0-62mph dash is dispatched in 
only 6.2 seconds while, where 
legal, Leon Cupra R drivers can 
thence press onward to a top 
speed of 155mph. Impressive 
stuff. 

As impressive, perhaps, is 
the new Leon’s frugality. 
Combined economy of 
34.9mpg and C02 limited to 
just 190g/km make the 
newcomer among the greenest 
ultra-hot hatches around. Not 
green enough to qualify for the 
brand's Ecomotive badge, of 
course, but markedly more 
environmentally responsible 
than a number of rivals which 
have C02 emissions of 
220g/km and above.

The World Championship, at the National Indoor Arena in 
Birmingham, were a massive test and it will allow family and 
friends to watch the action. 

Maclean, who has been in the team for 15 years, said: “We’ve 
got things to work on, including our shooting, but we get 
confidence from competing against the best in the world. 

“We now know we can compete and this tournament is a 
stepping-stone towards the Olympics in London in 2012..”
